Mr. Meighen, it is said, refuses to ac- 
cept the post of head of the Railway Com- 
mission, and will not emerge again from 
private life unless as a member of pavlia- 
ment. The decision is in keeping with his 
record and temperament. It will probably 
be disappointing in some quarters, where 
it may have been hoped that the appoint- 
ment would permanently retire him from 


politics. 


THE POWER TO REFUSE 

The municipal law committee of the 
legislature proposes to so change the city 
charter that the mayor of the city will 
have power to refuse to call a public meet- 
ing in response to a petition, provided the 
council by a two-thirds vote approves the 
refusal, 

The amendment sought would have 
given the mayor this power if a bare ma- 
jority of the aldermen approved refusal. 
‘As altered by the committee the clause 
will make refusal less likely, and probably 
impossible when council is rigidly divided 
into parties at all evenly balanced. 

The present provision was put into the 
charter to enable the taxpayers to demand 
and secure the holding of a public meeting 
to discuss questions of serious importance, 
even against the wishes of mayor and 
council. But conditions have arisen which 
were not then foreseen, and which show 
some modification of the provision is re- 
quired. 

The change proposed by the committee 
is perhaps as far as modification could go 
without destroying that section of the 
charter altogether and leaving it to coun- 
cil to say whether or not a meeting should 
be called. The effect of it is that the peti- 
tioners will have to secure the approval of 
more than one-third of the members of 
council in order to compel the calling of a 
meeting. That seems a reasonable re- 
quirement, 

IGNORING THE PRACTICALITIES 

The Bennett Government is getting 
pretty generous donations of bouquets and 
brickbats from public men and newspapers 
for having shut off trade with Russia. 

Naturally the criticism comes mainly 
from those who hoped to sell something 
to the Soviet and from those who profess 
to think they would like to live under that 
kind of a government. But neither praise 
nor blame comes exclusively from one side 
of the political fence, and should the ac- 
tion of the Government be challenged in 
parliament the division will cut sharply 
across party lines. 

One noteworthy fact is that those who 
approve the exclusion do 80 generally on 
the ground that Canada should have no 
truck nor trade with the Godless slave- 
drivers at Moscow; while those who con- 
demn the exclusion do so mainly on the 

round that it is none of Canada’s 
usiness how Russia governs itself or al- 
lows itself to be governed, 

From neither side is very much atten- 
tion given to the economic effects of ad- 
mitting Russian products to Canada, Thus 
the spokesmen for Manitoba and Ontario 
do not seem to be in the least concerned 
avout the Alberta coal miner and how he 


.would be affected by admitting Russian 


anthracite at a price that would enable it 
to undersel!l and displace United States 
anthracite in the Canadian market, 
“Filling the Canadian bin with Cana- 
dian coal,” and “making Canada self-de- 
pendent in the matter of fuel” are phrases 


which are heard often on the _ political 
platform. Seemingly these ideals lose 
something of their attractiveness when 


there is a chance to fill the bin with Rus- 
sian coal in exchange for farm imple- 
ments with which Russia proposed to raise 
more wheat to sell against Canadian 
wheat in the British and other Huropean 
markets. 


THE ORCHESTRA NEEDS SUPPORT 


It has long been one of Edmonton's 
claims to distinction that it maintained a 
Symphony Orchestra that is the pride of 
the citizens and the envy of other and 
larger cities. There is a prospect, how- 
ever, that unless a more generous measure 
of popular support is forthcoming for the 
organization at once, this distinction may 
be lost. 

Concerts, like other good things, cost 
money. While, admittedly, money is 


scarce in these days of depression, it will

and something of a reflection also upon 
the city, if enough public-spirited citizens 
cannot be found to back the orchestra by 
subscriptions and by attending its con- 
certs and thus make its continuance pos- 
sible. ’ 

In times of monetary stress people are 
apt to forget that they may gain from art 
a compensation for the loss of business 
and of things which are only available 
when times are good. And the enjoyment 
of music can survive long after the flair 
for other amusements has passed. 

Edmonton’s Symphony Orchestra is 
an aggregation of professional musicians, 
one of the best in Canada. The primary 
object is to present a series of concerts 
each season, The members make no 
money out of the enterprise. On the other 
hand they contribute their time and tal- 
ents, for rehearsals and concerts, without 
pay; in hope of thereby ineulcating a love 
of music and of giving pleasure to those 
who care to come and listen to them. 

To maintain an organization of the 
kind involves a heavier expense than 
outsiders can be aware of. Theatre rent- 
als have to be paid, a library must be 
maintained, and there are many other in- 
cidentals which only money can provide, 
It is an open secret that the orchestra at 
the close of the season is facing a heavy 
deficit. Unless the public comes to the 
rescue the members are responsible for 
the debt. 

Should this season wind up with the 
members having to go down in their own 
pockets to pay the losses on the concerts 
they have given, there can scarcely be a 
possibility that the concerts will be re- 
hewed next season. The situation is there- 
fore critical, and the wholehearted support 
of the public is required to make certain 
that Edmonton's Symphony Orchestra 
will not go the way of so many similar or- 
ganizations in other Canadian cities.

Health and Diet Advice

EGGPLANT A GOOD VEGETABLE 

Many people have a prejudice against eggplant be- 
cause they have only eaten it fried, One of the most 
indigestible dishes on the modern table is fried egg- 
plant, which is literally soaked in grease and = thur 
rendered unfit for food 

Egeplant is really a very wholesome vegetable if 
it is properly prepared, It is very highly prized in 
the south, but it is not as popular elsewhere as it de- 
serves to be 

Eggplant does not get its name because it is usu- 
ally dipped in egg or has the taste or food value of the 
egg, but solely on account of its egg shape. Another 
name for the eggplant is the Guinea squash, It grows 
on @ small bush which is botanicAlly related to the 
potato family 

Although the eggplant looks very solid it contains 
more water than milk, for it is 93 per cent water, It 
is rich in organic salts, its principal value bélng the 
large amount of potassium, 

‘The eggplant should be prepared by either boiling 
in plain water, steaming, or baking in the oven, 
Probably the simplest way of cooking eggplant is to 
first peel it and cut it into small pieces, cooking in 
just enough water to cover. It may then be served 
Seasoned with butter and cream, If it is cut in two 
it can be baked readily in the oyen or small ones 
may be baked whole and the fleshy | removed 
afterwards with a spoon, Here are a few recipes 
which you may find interesting: 

Stuffed Egg Plant: Cook the egg plant for about 
15 minutes in enough boiling salted water to cover. 
Cul a siice from the top, and with a spoon remove 
the pulp, leaving about a half inch of the flesh close 
to the skin, Chop the pulp finely, add chopped ham, a 
small amount of Melba toast crumbs and a small 
amount of tomato pulp, Mix well, add a little chopped 
parsley and butter on top. Place in the shells and 
bake for 25 minutes. 

Corn and Egg Plant: ‘To contents of one can corn 
add # small chopped egg plant and one well beaten 
egg. Place in @ covered stew pan, add two tablespoon- 
fuls of butter, cook over a low fire for 20 minutes, 
stirring frequently. 

Egg Plant Patties: Chop an egg plant into small 
pieces. Add equal amounts of ground round eteak 
and run mixture through food chopper. Mold into 
patties, place a slice of tomato on top and bake in 
the oven until brown, 

QUESTIONS AND ANSWERS 
Hyper-tension 

Question: M. H, writes; “I would like to know 
the difference between arterial hardening and arterial 
tension, One doctor told me I had hardening of the 
arteries, another, hyper-tension of the arteries 
Going through a clinic, they told me I had slight 
hyper-tension, but most of my trouble was caused 
from nervousness, They could find no other cause 
for high biood pressure. My worst trouble at present 
seems 40 awful biue, depressed feeling, with sensations 
of numbness and tightness in the head.” 

Auswer: High blood pressure may be caused by the 
hardening, with a deposit of calcium, or they remain 
too contracted simply because of a toxic state of 
the blood, where the calcium does not form. In either 
case, the cure depends upon living on a diet execlud- 
ing all starches and sugars for a long period of time. 


Desserts 

Question: FD. asks: “What desseris would com- 
bine with a meal of one starch end several green 
vegetables, cooked and raw?” 

Answer: There are practically no desserts which 
combine well with starchy foods. Use gelatine and 
fruit desserts only with a protein meal, where no 
starch ts used. 

Measles 

Question: S.A.V. asks: “How long should a ehild 
just recovering from measles be kept in a dark room 
to prevent injury to the eyes?” 

Anewer: The child should be kept under the care 
of a physician and his judgment depended upon about 
the darkened room. It is generally a goed plan not 
to keep the room completely dark all day, bul to let 
a moderate amount of light in every few hours se 
that if the eyes are affected the change of light will 
exercise them enough to prevent adhesions, forming.

| Famous Hits of History 
By 3. P. GLASS 


One of the greatest of American artists and cer- 
lainly—with the exception, perhaps, of John Singer 
BSargenb—the most celebrated, also ranks high as a 
wit, Indeed, James Abbott McNeill Whistler had such 
a reputation for clever repartee and observation that 
he was called “the world’s jester,” 

Whistler's wit was caustic, as the following aneo- 


dote shows, Ata dinner everyone present was femous 
as au artist or writer except a young man who was 
remarkable for nothing except his clothes, This 
youngster nevertheless laid down the law on many 
matters that seemed beyond his province and finally 
‘even disputed a statement of Whistler's. 

Readjusting his eyeglass, Whistler Jooked at the 
young man pleasantly and asked blandly; 

“And whose son are you?” 

‘The artist was quite a dandy. One day he was 
in a shop trying on a hat when a disgruntled cus- 
tomer came in, ‘The latter, mistaking Whistler for 
someone in charge, went up to him and said; 
| “T say, this ‘at doesn’t fit,” 
| Whistler gave him a critical once-over, 

“Neither does your coat,” he replied. 

He painted the portrait of a celebrated but very 
homely novelist, who was not satisfied with the pic- 
ture, 

“Don't you like it?” asked Whistler, 

“No, I can't say Ido, You must admit it is a bad 
work of art,” 

“Yes,” said Whistler, as though in cordial agree- 
ment, “but you must admit that you are a bad work 
of nature.” 

Oxgar Wilde, the English author, himself one of 
the foremost wits of his day, was for a time a close 
friend of Whistler, but the acquaintanceship did not 
| last long. Perhaps this was because the artist was 
| too often witty at the writer's expense. 

One night at a gathering of distinguished people 
Whistler made a very clever remark in the hearing 
of Wilde, The latter said: 

} “IT wish I had said that, Whistler.” 
| “You will, Oscar; you will,” rejoined Whistler 
| dryly. 

This became one of the most frequently quoted 
of Whistler's witticisms, But it can searcely have 
fanned the embers of Wilde's friendship, 

Born in America, Whistler spent most of his life 
in London, He was dicovered to be a great etcher 
while # student in Paris, and when he went to Eng- 
land earned the reputation of being one of the great- 
est in history, iis residence abroad was confirmed 
in 1870, when wealthy Frederick R. Leyland became 
his patron. Later they quarreled and Whistler paint- 
ed him in a portrait as the devil. 
| Ruskin criticized one of his pictures. Whistler 
| sued and got a farthing damages. Needless to say 
the pieture was not the one the artist did of his 
mother, That was his most famous painting.

Most persons know little more of 
the human brain than they do of 
the calves’ brains which they see in 
the butcher-shops, and which, it is 
true, resemble our own sufficiently 
te supply a genera) pattern for both. 
But what marks the human brain is 
the great development of the cul- 
minating part of it—which ts called 
the cortex and which we may call 
the superbrain, on account of ita 
importance. In man it makes up 
about half of the braln-weight, and 
is twice as massive as that of an 
ape of the same body-site—an en- 
ormous contrast, indeed. Man is, 
indeed, a brainy creature. 

Our notions of brains have chang- 
ed notably as in recent years we 
have come to know more of their 
rélation to intelligence. The notion 
that bigger brains are better brains 
is too simple to be true in detail, 
Men with better brains, which means 
greater powers of intellectual per- 
formance, are not compelled to have 
head-sizes which would make them 
conspicuous, That is not nature's 
way. Natute makes a better brain 
by enriching that superbrain, whieh 
is 80 much folded and wrinkled in 
order to get the greatest mass of 
brain-cells into the smallest com- 
pass,

How otherwise nature goes about 
making a better brain, we do not 
know; but there are many guesses, 
The unit of brain-element is eailed 
a neuron; and in some sense a richer 
brain is a neuron-millionalre; yet 
we all have many millions of neur- 
ons. Bit as we use them for many 
different purposes, it may be that 
an acrobat and a mathematician 
have an equal brain development, 
bub not of the same patterns. For 
the next suppostion is that better 
brains are rather in the combina- 
tions of their elements, Those com- 
binations, even in an ordinary brain, 
are 60 complex that one may say 
that they are more complex than all 
the telegraph and telephone connec- 
tions of the entire United Btates, 

6o for the present, and probably 
for the future, we must judge of bet- 
ter brains by their achievements. 
Yét unquestionably lots of people 
with better brains do not use them, 
or develop them to their capacity, 
any more than most of us get out of 
our muscular development what it is 
capable of performing. And that is 
where mental fitness comes in, 

Brains need continuous and stren- 
uous exercise, or they grow flabby. 
That is just a way of speaking, of 
course, We do not know how to ex- 
ercise our brains in any other way 
than by hard, close thinking. Do 
not be lazy with your neurons any 
more than with your muscles, Keep- 
ing mentally fit and keeping bodily 
fit have much in common; because 
both are part of one organism, 
Making the most of your brains is 
part of the test of living. Cultivate 
the eighth wonder of the world,

No one is freer than the professor 
in eriticizing the program and pro- 
cedures of the dniversity. 

There is little of smug complac- 
ency in the informal educational 
discursion in the lounge rooms of 
faculty clubs. 

The educationa) journals are edu- 
cational confessionals in which the 
educators admit their sins, 

There is gnough in the way of 
proved experimental results and 
richly detailed planning, that today 
lies unused in academic files, to ef- 
fect a sweeping and salutary recon- 
struction of higher education 

But educational reform, as far as 
universities are cohoerned, 1s, in 
large measure, evaporating in dis- 
cussion, 

Universities are flexible in discus- 
sion, but fixed in diagram; they 
hug their ancient blue prints with 
& certain wild affection, 

At the first breath of basic reform 
all the vested interests of the uni- 
versity system huddle together de- 
fensively. 

After the freest of free discussion, 
a kind of paralysis falls upon facul- 
ties and administrators when the 
hour strikes to make the changes 
that responsible investigation sug- 
gests should be made, 

Universities exhort all men to ap- 
ply the scientific spirit to the af- 
fairs of their time, but persistently 
refuse to apply the scientific spirit 
to their traditional procedures, 

‘This fixity that universities display 
towards their curricula and teaeh- 
ing procedures would, if tolerated in 
@ great industry, spel! bankruptcy. 

A state has every right to expect 
that its university shall pracice as 
well as preaeh the scientific spirit
